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SUPREME COURT DUMPS CLASS-ACTION SEX SUIT AGAINST WAL-MART

WASHINGTON The Supreme Court on Monday threw 
out a huge class-action lawsuit against Wal-Mart 
Stores that contended the retail giant had system- 
atically discriminated against 1.5 million of its female 
workers. 

By a 5-4 vote, the high court said the suit could not 
go forward as a class-action claim because the plain- 
tiffs could not show Wal-Mart had a common policy 
of discriminating against women. Instead, the com- 
pany allowed individual store managers to decide on 
pay levels and promotions, the justices said. 


WAL-MART CASE TIMELINE 


The ruling is not only a victory for Wal-Mart, but 
also is likely to shield large employers from similar 
claims that rely on statistics that may suggest bias 
based on the race or gender of employees. Had civil 
rights lawyers succeeded in the case, they had hoped to 
bring other suits against large employers who allegedly 
relegate women or minorities to lower-paying jobs. 

“Tn a company of Wal-Mart’s size and geographical 
scope, it is quite unbelievable that all managers would 
exercise their discretion in a common way without 
some common direction,” Justice Antonin Scalia said.

putes that turn on a common issue, this lawsuit can- 
not go forward, Scalia said. 

While the court’s liberals disagreed on this point, 
they agreed with Scalia that the class-action claim was 
flawed because it sought individual awards of back pay 
for the women. All nine justices said this class-action 
suit could not seek monetary damages for the women 
workers. 

Scalia’s opinion strongly suggested that such claims 
cannot proceed as a single class-action suit unless the 
plaintiffs can point to a company policy of discrimi- 
nating against certain employees. 


The Supreme Court ruled for Wal-Mart Stores on Monday in the largest sex 
discrimination lawsuit in U.S. history, rejecting class-action status for female 
employees who sought billions of dollars from the giant retailer.

Doris Dirks was talking on her iPhone 
last summer on the Red Line when her 
call was cut short—a teenager snatched 
the phone from her hands, ran through 
the Thorndale station and into an alley. 

Dirks, 42, chased the teenager and 
his two friends, yelling the entire time. 
Aman on the street heard her screams 
and caught up with one of the teenag- 
ers, who told police where the phone 
was, Dirks said. 

Dirks, of Andersonville, got her phone back and learned a lesson: 
Always be alert on the CTA and survey your surroundings. 

Riders such as Dirks who have been the victim of theft on the 
CTA can find comfort in the CTA’s announcement Monday that 
it is adding 1,500 surveillance cameras to rail stations by the end 
of the year. Adding these cameras to the existing 1,500 cameras 
already was part of the CTA’s long-term plan—but now the agency 
is expediting installation. 

The CTA also announced that more police officers, includiag 
those in plainclothes, will patrol the system. 

Sarah Hanif, 20, said the additional cameras and officers “will 
definitely make me feel safer.” 

In November, as she rode the Blue Line train to Forest Park, a 
man on the train snatched her phone as she checked the time. She 
didn’t have time to grab her belongings and chase after him. 

Hanif, of Glen Ellyn, said her phone was never recovered and 
she lost confidence in taking the CTA. She no longer carries her 
camera on the train, and she mostly drives now. 

The CTA’s announcement was made Monday at the Halsted 
Orange Line station, which will see 20 additional cameras installed. 
The CTA said it has been working on adding cameras at the Jarvis, 
Morse, Granville and Bryn Mawr Red Line stations this week and 
last. 

Tanya Rey, 38, who was waiting at the Halsted stop Monday, said 
the additional cameras are welcome at her station. 

“T think that’s a very good idea considering the crime levels,” said 
Rey, of South Chicago, who said she’s never been a victim of crime 
on the CTA. 

But Dirks isn’t so sure the cameras, which won't be placed on 
trains as part of this initiative, will deter crime. 

“T feel like that even though there are cameras, people will still 
do bad things,” Dirks said. “I don’t think it’s going to prevent 
people from robbing people or potentially harming them.”

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CTA FAST TRACKS 
SURVEILLANCE PLAN 
IN WAKE OF MUGGINGS

Responding to a spree of brazen crimes that 
has spooked the public, Chicago authorities 
announced Monday there soon will be many 
more eyes—police officers and surveillance 
cameras — focused across the CTA system. 

Technology will play a leading role in the 
accelerated pace of security measures on the 
CTAs eight rail lines, officials said. 

A faster deployment of high-resolution 
digital video cameras capable of recording 
even faint facial features from a distance 
and transmitting the images in real time to 
the CTA command center and to police will 
be used to help deter crime. 

The move couldn't happen quickly 
enough for some CTA customers. 

“I wish they would put more cameras on 
the Red Line. That’s where a lot of the crime 
is occurring, and I try to avoid it as much as 
possible,” said Amanda Aguinaga, 22, who 
was traveling on the Orange Line on Mon- 
day. 

CTA officials said the Red Line is sched- 
uled to receive more cameras, starting at the 
Jarvis, Morse, Granville, Bryn Mawr and Ar- 
gyle stations. Officials declined to provide a 
full list of station installations, saying they 
did not want to tip off criminals regarding 
stations that do not yet have extensive cam- 
era coverage. 

Crime, particularly thefts and robberies, 
has increased this year on the CTA, authori- 
ties said, although the Chicago Police De-

The speeded-up installation announced Monday is being facilitat- 
ed by about $16 million in federal homeland security grants and by 
eliminating red tape in awarding contracts to preapproved vendors 
who will compete to win the installation work, Claypool said. 

An additional $6.9 million in federal grants will be used to retro- 
fit older rail cars with cameras, CTA spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney 
said. About 400 new rail cars that the CTA is ordering will all have 
the high-resolution cameras, officials said. 

But initially the recordings will be stored in the cameras’ hard drives 
for downloading later. Eventually, the cameras on the new 5000 Series 
trains will be programmed to transmit images in real time. 

All the approximately 1,800 CTA buses are outfitted with mul- 
tiple cameras that store images on the camera hard drives. 

Although recent crimes on the CTA that have grabbed headlines 
might scare away some people, officials said crime on the CTA sys- 
tem is lower overall than the crime rate citywide.

Live and learn 


City’s first step in preventing blizzard headaches: a 12-page report

City leaders are looking at adding more access 
points for emergency vehicles, rerouting CTA 
buses in severe weather and installing more 
observation cameras to avoid a repeat of Feb- 
ruary’s blizzard-driven meltdown that led to 
hundreds of cars stranded on Lake Shore Drive. 

Mayor Emanuel’s aides also said Monday they 
will track “clearly identified triggers” including 
unspecified weather and traffic conditions to 
determine whether to close the Drive. In the 
end, however, city officials acknowledged such 
a major decision still would be a judgment call 
by emergency, street and traffic brass. 

‘As we approach those different trigger 
points, we stay in constant consultation and 
then make that decision collectively,” said Gary 
Schenkel, the new chief of the Office of Emer- 
gency Management and Communications. 

That’s basically what happened at 7:58 p.m. 
Feb. 1, when Raymond Orozco, then-Mayor 


Richard M. Daley’s chief of staff, shut the Drive 
after discussions with various agency heads. By 
then, vehicles were stuck, creating an image of 
gridlock on Chicago’s signature highway that 
quickly spread across the country amid allega- 
tions that the decision was made too late. 

Officials said 525 vehicles were removed from 
the Drive and returned to their owners—all 
but 29 of them within 48 hours. The Drive was 
closed for 33 hours, they said. 

The details came out Monday as 911 center 
officials released a 12-page report looking at 
how the third-worst recorded snowstorm in 
Chicago history was handled. 

Among the recommendations is to cre- 
ate more points where vehicles can cross the 
Drive’s landscaped median and more ways to 
get on and off the road, particularly for emer- 
gency vehicles. 

“I think the biggest thing we learned from 
this is there’s limited access for emergency re- 


sponders on Lake Shore Drive,” Schenkel said. 

But those changes to the Drive’s configura- 
tion would be costly and have to be evaluated 
by the Chicago Department of Transportation, 
officials said. 

In addition, the city has added four observa- 
tion cameras to the 13 that are along the Drive, 
with promises of more to come. The CTA is 
looking at rerouting buses and city agencies 
already have stepped up meetings with OEMC 
on other topics, such as Taste of Chicago, to get 
used to working together. 

Schenkel said that despite an increase in 
planning, he’s looking to a higher authority to 
prevent Chicago from getting socked with so 
much snow. 

“We're going to pray a lot and hope that 
God doesn’t dump another [20] inches of snow 
on us, but the reality is that we’ve learned a lot 
from this unprecedented level of snowfall,” he 
said.

And so when I was in the 
position to do something about it besides 
agitate —which I did, bring it up as an issue 
—now we're kind of still in that agitate/advo- 
cate stage. But now we're getting some wins. 
We're gonna have the first on-street bike 
parking in Wicker Park, in the city. It’s going 
to be right at North and Damen.” 


On social media: 

“First of all, it’s the communication of now 
and the future. A decent amount of my 
constituency communicates through social 
media, but also it’s efficient, and it’s cheap, if 
not zero. I had a discussion with the city—I 
don’t want them sending me a fax ever again. 
At my business in the last year, I received one 
fax, that I know of, in a year. I receive faxes 
daily here. It’s just ridiculous.”

Police were called to the wreck scene at 
2:30 a.m., the police report said.

“Speed may have been a contribut- 
ing factor to the accident,” police said, 
although the investigation was in its pre- 
liminary stages. 

Dunn was driving the Porsche, which 
was registered in his name, police said.

Chicago is 
bursting with 
new breweries 


By Emily Van Zandt 
Drink locally and rejoice: There are some new names on the Chicago brewing scene. 


2008, finally putting its beer on the 

market about six weeks ago. Within its 
first month, the brewery churned out 400 
half-barrels of its brews, including Golden 
Wing blond ale, Cut Throat pale ale, an IPA 
brewed for T-shirt company Threadless 
and a beer of the month. “I would say right 
now the Golden Wing is the most popular 
as far as sales,” co-owner Ben Finch said. 
“But in the beer bars, everyone's loving the 
Threadless IPA.” What's next for the brew- 
ery? Tours are set to launch in late June 
and we hear rumors of some beer Popsicle 
experiments. “It’s been hot has hell in our 
brewery,” Finch said. What better way to 
cool off? 
Where to get it: Right now Finch’s brews 
are available on draft in the suburbs and 
around Cook County and will be released 
in cans in August. Hit up Map Room 
(1949 N. Hoyne Ave.), Blokes & Birds 
(3343 N. Clark St) or Bangers & Lace 
(1670 W. Division St.) to grab a pint. 


The teams from Boka Restaurant Group and The Bristol are teaming up 
to turn Landmark (1633 N. Halsted St.) into Balena, opening this fall. 


Since April, two new local breweries have launched beers and more are on the way. 
Here’s the scoop on the latest from Finch’s, 5 Rabbit, Pipeworks and New Chicago: 


5 Rabbit Cerveceria 
Haven't heard of 5 Rabbit yet? Don't 
panic-—it’s been distributing for only 
about two weeks. But get familiar: 
This Chicago-based brewing com- 
pany from partners Andres Araya, 
Isaac Showaki and Randy Mosher 

is packing some Latin flavor. Be on 
the lookout for the current lineup: 

5 Rabbit (a golden ale that's not too 
hoppy, not too malty), the 5 Lizard (a 
Latin-style witbier with hints of lime 
and passion fruit that makes for a 
perfect summer sipper) and the lim- 
ited-release 5 Vulture (a darker brew 
made with ancho chilies that will be 
relaunched for the fall). 

Where to get it: 5 Rabbit is 
available at bars such as Hopleaf 
(5148 N. Clark St.), Map Room and 
Sheffield’s (3258 N. Sheffield Ave.). 
Six-packs of bottles are available 

at some Binny’s and Whole Foods 
around the city.

Pipeworks Brewing Co. 

After meeting at work in 2008, Beejay Oslon 

and Gerrit Lewis bonded over hometrewing and 
the thought of starting their own label. A move to 

Belgium to learn the trade sealed the deal and Oslon 

and Lewis have been focused on Pipeworks ever since. Be 
prepared for some unique tastes in the rotating seasonal 
lineup: Oslon describes the Pastrami and Rye asincorporat- 
ing coriander, mustard seed and black pepper—just like the 
sandwich. 
When it’s coming: With equipment purchased and a lease 
about to be signed, Pipeworks is aiming to be up and run- 
ning by November with the hopes of producing 500-700 
barrels (1,000-1,400 kegs) in its first year. Look for the brews 
to be available on draft at local pubs along with 22-ounce 
bottles in stores and at the brewery. 


New Chicago Brewing Co. 

This ultra Earth-friendly brewery coming soon to the Back 
of the Yards is headed up by brothers Jesse and Samuel 
Evans. The brewery is housed on the first floor of The Plant, 
a sort of vertical, urban farm (with businesses growing ev- 
erything from mushrooms to tilapia) that generates its own 
power and recycles all its own waste. “We're really taking 

it to the extreme,” Samuel Evans said of the plans to be as 
green as possible. “The only thing leaving the brewery will 
be the actual beer.” 

When it’s coming: The plan is for New Chicago to sell its 
first bottle on March 4. When production is in full swing, it 
will produce kegs as well as 22-ounce bombers and cans. 
The brothers still are developing the recipes, but plan on 
having a lineup of all ales, including stouts.
